Az A Proclamation for proceeding againſt Ieſuites 


and Secular Prieſtes, their Receiuers, 
Relieuers,and Maintainers. 


S the clemencie wherewith wee haue euer found our heart poſſeſſed 


towards our Subiects of all ſozts, and our deſire to auoyde all occaſions of dꝛawing 
blood (though neuer ſo iuſtly grounded vpon the rules of policie, and vigoꝛ of our Lawes) 
haue bene a great cauſe that of late yeeres wee haue vſed greater fozbearance from the 
execution offome Oꝛdinances eſtabliſhed by aduice ol our Parltaments, foꝛ the conſerua- - 
tion of the true Religion now pꝛokeſſed in our Kingdomes, and foz the reũſting ol all di⸗ 
ſturbers a Coꝛrupters of the ſame. Eſpectally from koꝛreigne parts. and the receiuers and 
harbourers ol them, then the iuſt conſideration ofthe ſafety ol our Eſtate may wel endure, 
oꝛ the examples of ſome other Pꝛinces, where one foꝛme of Religion hath euer bene on⸗ 
ly allowed, do regularly appꝛoue: So do we truely confeſſe, that our hope was that thoſe Romiſh Pꝛieſts who were ſent 
into this Realme by fozaigne Authozitic, to ſeduce our people from their affection to Religion, and ſo by conſequence from 
the conſtancie of their obedience to vs hauing felt fo: a time the ſeueritie of our Lawes koꝛmerly inflicted) would either by 
our Clemencie haue bene mooued, oꝛ out ot their owne Judgment haue learned to foꝛbeare to pꝛouoke vs to any ſharper 
courſe of pzoceeding, and not fo notoꝛioully haue abuſed our mercy, as they haue done. Foz whileſt wee in our Pꝛincely 
Commiſeration, and pitie of their ſeduced blindneſſe, held this ſo milde and mercitull a hand ouer them, they in the meane 
time greatly foꝛgetting our patience and lenitie, haue ſought like vnthankefull Subiects, the vtter ruine both ot vs and 
ok our Kingdomes to the vttermoſt of their abilities. It is apparent to the woꝛld with how great malice ok late our King⸗ 
dome ol Jreland hath bene inuaded by the King of Spaine, and how Don Giouanſchis chiefe Commander) publiſhed a war⸗ 
rant from the See of Rome to depꝛiue vs ot our Crowne, and to pꝛoclaime his Maſter Loꝛd ot the ſame : The Spaniards 
themſelues hauing not onely declared, but afterwards bitterly complained in their mileries and diſtreſſes, that the Secu⸗ 
lar Pꝛieſts and Jeſuits, had both or them inuited the King their Maſter to that vnkoꝛtunate enterpꝛiſe, by abuſing him 
arollely with repoꝛting our fozces tobe ſo contemptible,and their owne party ſo powerful, as the conqueſt of that Nealme 
was molt aſſured. And that we might not conceiue any better hope of themhereafter, it is in line ſoꝛt made maniteſt to 
the greateſt part oſ Europe (as we ſuppoſe) by their owne Bookes latelp publiſhed, that they haue already very malictoufly 
and wickedly combined themſelues together in this our Realme, fo: the aduancementofour enemies, the peruerting of 
our Subiects,and aſmuch as in them lieth, the ſubuerſion ol our Eſtate, in that almoſt all the Englich Secular Pꝛieſts by 
yeelding their obedience to a new kinde of Subozdination erected amongſt them, haue in cffect ſubiected themlſelues to be 
wholly directed by the Jeſuits (men altogether alienated from their true allegeance to vs and deuoted with all their 
might to the King ofSpaine,) whereby both the one loꝛt and the other ſo linked together, notmindful ok their dueties to 
God, to vs their lawkull Soucraigne, and to our Kingdome their Natiue Countrey, are become moſt dangerous, and 
moꝛe ſedicious (it it may be) then at any time heretofoꝛe: being gro wen to ſuch an height of impietie, as that they freely 
in their late Treatiſes pꝛołeſſe, that our Subiects are bound to light againſt vs, and to ioyne their fozces with any Ene⸗ 
mie that the Pope ſhall ſend to ſubdue vs a our Domimions, vnder pꝛetence of reſtoꝛing ol the Romane Religion within 
our Kingdomes. Belides, ſuch is their pꝛide and pꝛeſumption, as that they thꝛuſt themſelues into all the affaires of our 
Eſtate, aduenturing in their wꝛitings and ſpeeches to diſpoſe ol our Kingdomes and Crowne at their pleaſures, if any of 
their owne ſoꝛt beingok a milder temper, as mooued in conſcience, doe but ſeeme to acknowledge the lenitie ol our pꝛocee⸗ 
dings and gouernment , it is a ſullicient cauſe of their hatred and reuenge to purtue and pꝛoſecute them as their enemieg. 
And leſt the generation or ſuch wickedly diſpoſed perſons ſhould in time be rooted out oz decay, they make an vſualmar- 
ket ot tranſpoꝛting the youth ol our Realme vnto foꝛraine Seminaries, thereby to coꝛrupt the beſt Families, and to hatch 


vpa ſucceeding bꝛood like to themſelueg, that by libelling, treacherp, and all kind ot traiterous * ſtil ſeene and 
indeyour to perturbe and moleſt vs. 
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And wher reas of late much contention and controuerlie hath ariſen bet wixt the Jeſuites a the Secular Pꝛieſts combined 
with them on the one part, and certaine orthe Secular Pateſts dillenting krom them in diuerſe pointes on the other part. 
therby a great difference ok offene againſt vs and our State bet wirt the one a the other ſect hath manifeſtly appeared: the 
Jeſuites and the Secular Pꝛieſts their adherents leeking and pꝛactizing by their continuall plotts a deſſeignes not onely 
to ſtirre vp fozratne Pꝛinces againſt vs to the inuaſion and Conqueſt ek our King ome, but allo euen to murther our per⸗ 
ſon: the other Secular Pꝛieſtes not onely pꝛoteſting againſt the ſame as a thing moſt wicked, deteſtable and damnable, 
but allo offering themſelues boch intheir wꝛitings and ſpeeches tobe the firſt that ſhall diſcouer ſuch traiterous intenti⸗ 
ons againſt vs and our State. and to be the koꝛmoſt by armes and all other meanes to ſupp:clie it. So as it is plaine that 
the treaſon which is lodged in the hearts of the Jeluites atheir adherents is fraugizted with much moꝛe violent malice, 
perill and poyfon both againſt vs and our State, then that dilloraltie and diſobedience which fs found in the other Se⸗ 
cular Pꝛieſtes that are oppoſite therein vnto them. In which reſpect, although we haue ſo conceiued of them, and that we 
could haue bene well pleaſed that the ſame ſhould further haue appeared in diſtinguiſhing betwirt them by the execution 
of our Lawes: yet ſuch is like wiſetheir carriage otherwiſe to wardes vs, as we may not ( accoꝛding to our naturall diſpo⸗ 
ſition ready at all times to apppꝛehend the leaſt cauſe to ſhe we mercy) any longer permit it with the Honour ok our State, 
good of our Subiects, and ſafetie of our Kingdome, Fo2it is euident, that ho wſoeuer they be at variance with the Je- 
ſuites, and that faction; they concurre notwithſtanding and agree together in apparant diſobedicnce and dilloyalty a⸗ 
gainſt vs, maſking themlelues vnder the vizard of pꝛetended conſcience (a ſuggeſtion of all other moſt perillous)there⸗ 
by to ſteale away the hearts eſrectally of ſimple and common Subiects from vs their Souerargne, ſince-vnder colour 
thercof they labour day and night to winne and withdꝛawe them from their ſound and due obedience both to vs and our 
Lawes, and to vnite and knit them to our moꝛtal enemie the Pope, encrealing thereby his number and diminiſhing ours: 
a matter moſt dangerous to our State, and not to bee indured in the rule oꝛ policte of any well gouerned Common 
wealth: The ſeme our enemie hauing had as a Tempozall Pzince his Banner in the field e, and ſtill continuing his war⸗ 
Like ſtratagems againſt vs, 

Furthermoze, we cannot coniecture, but doe wonder vpon what grounds they pꝛoceede (except it be our ſufferance and 
benignicte, which is greatly neglected by them in that they carry themſelues in ſo great and infolent antmoſitie, as they 
doꝛ almoſt inlinuate thereby into the minds of all ſoꝛts of people (as well the geod that grieue at it, as the bad that thirtt 
al er it) that we haue ſome purpoſe to grant toleration of two religions within our Realme, where God (we thankehim 
fo: it, who ſe2th into the fecret coꝛners of all hearts) doth not onely know our owne innocencte from ſuch imagination, 
but how farre it hath bene from any about vs, once tookfer to our eares the pertwaſion ol ſuch a courſe, as would not only 
diſturbe the peace of the Church, but bꝛing this our State into cenluſton. And to the further agrauating okthis their au⸗ 
dactous boldnes. we finde that their ſayd conceipt of a toleration, is accompanied with very great libertie and intollerable 
pꝛeſumption, in that they dare aduenture to wallie in the ſtreetes at noone dares, toreſozt to pꝛiſons publikely, and ex⸗ 
ecute their kunctions in contempt ol our Lawes, neuer ceaſing the one fide as well as the other, by theſe and many moꝛe 
their intollerable pzoceedings,to waken our Juſtice, which foz the reſpect beloꝛe mentioned, hath lien in a lumber, where 
in all good policie, it had bene their parts (ik euer) by a karre contrary courſe, to haue pꝛelcribed to themlelues the ſtricteſl 
rules and cautions ot giuing any ſuch notoꝛious ſcandals, to ſo notable clemencie:, neuer moued but by conſtraint to 
thinke vpon any ſeueritie, From the which our layd milde and merciſul conniuencie towards fuch vnthankefull and in- 
conliderate perſons, we finde this furder miſchiele pzoceeding, That ſome other natures (apt to innouation and affected 
much to their owne opinions haue bzoken foꝛth on the other ſide into kactious inuectiues in pꝛint, againſt our pzeſent go- 
uernement: whereunto they impute ſuch remiſſnes, as ik no care were had by any, but a lew of themſelues, to pꝛeſerue 
Religion, Of which pamphlets oz any other to come kooꝛth in like kinde, as we would quickly make the authourglikthey 
were layd open) to feele the waight or our indignation, in pꝛeluming to take vpon them to cenlure our gouernement, ac⸗ 
coꝛding to their vaine conceipts, whereby they both iniure our innocencie, and ſcandaliʒe many other good and zealous 
perſons, which are free from their vnquiet humours, though oppoſite to the aduerſe part: ſo to auoyde (in ſome ſoꝛt) all 
theſe inconuentences,miſchiekes,murmurings, and heart burnings in this Nealme, (The gouernement whereof hath 
bene and is as well in tempoꝛall as Eccleſiaſticall things molt firmely eſtabliſhed by generallconſent in Parliament) we 
haue thought it neceſſarie to giue ſome generall notice to our ſeruants and officers put in truſt in our ſeuerall countrexes 
fo2 the gouernement of our people, how much we millike it, That many ol them conceiuing moze of this late ceſſation 
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ol Juſtice, then there was caule, haue bene fo remiſſe in pꝛeuenting the reſozt of ſecular Pꝛieſls and Yeſuites int places 
where they haue authoꝛitie, as they haue ſeldome made ſearches foz them, oz taken paines in appꝛehending them as in fox- | 
mer times was vſed to be done, and as the Lawes ol the Realme doe require. And therefoze we haue reſolued to publiſh 
this our Admonition and commandement, whereby we firft require and charge all Jeſuits and ſecular Pꝛieſts combined 
together, as is be foꝛe expꝛeſſed, who are at libertie within this our Realme (by whole ſole Act of their very comming into 
this kingdoms, they are within the danger of our Lawes) That they do foꝛth with depart out ol our Dominions and Ter⸗ 
ritories, and not by their abode any longer, pꝛouoße vs to extend the rigour ol our Lawes vpon them, 
And that the other ſoꝛt alſo of the Secular Pꝛieſtes (that are at liberty and in ſome things oppoſite vnto the Jeſuits) 
doe like wile in the ſame reſpect, depart out of our Dominions and Territoꝛies, betwixt this and the firlt of Januarie- 
nerteuſuing, except ſuch ol them as hall in the meane time pꝛeſent themlelueg to ſome of the Loꝛds oz others of our pꝛi⸗ 
ute Counſell, to our pzeſidents ot ales and Yozke, oz to the Biſhops of the Dioceſſeg, and befoze them acknowledging 
ſincerely their duety and allegeance vnto vs, ſhall ſubmit themſelues to our mercy, with whom we will then (vpon cer⸗ 
tiſicate from the ſaid pPꝛeũdents # Biſhops, which we require to be ſent vp to our Counſel within xx. daxes after ſuch ſub- 
nnlſion)take ſuch further oder, as ſhalbe thought by vs to be moſt meete and conuenient. Next, we do warne and comand 
boch al thoſe who Hall hereupon depart, as alſo all other Romich Pꝛieſts. be they Secular oꝛ Religious, as well Jeſuites 
às of any other ozder(being our ſubiects) now already out of our Realme, That they pꝛeſume not to returne into our king- 
dome, bpon any pꝛetence whatſoeuer, Foz which purpoſe alſo, we doe hereby giue notice vntogllour Miniſters to whom 
the adminiſtration of Juſtice is committed, That it the Jeſuites and Secular Pꝛieſts combined with them,ſhalnot with⸗ 
in thirty dayes, a the other ſoꝛt of Secular Pꝛieſts ſhal not befoze the firſt of Febꝛuary (except as befoze is excepted) after 
this be publiſhed within this our Reaime, repaire to ſome knowen poꝛt, and there imbarke themſelues foz foꝛraine coun⸗ 
treys, That then we leaue them, their Receiuers, Relceuers, and maintainers, to be delt and pꝛoceeded with accoꝛding 
to the power and Juſtice of our Lawes, whereſocuer they ſhall be found within the ſame, And tothe ende they may 
be the ſooner auoyded from hence, and ſo our Realme free from the danger and infection, which is deriued from their 
continuall wozkings vpon mens conſciences: we doe hereby ſtrictiy command and charge all our Lieutenants, Deputy 
lieutenants, Commiſſioners, Jufticesof Peace, Matozs, Sheriffes, Bayliffs, and all other our officers whatſoeuer, 
That they be from hencefozth circumſpect and vigilant, each of them in their ſeuerall charges, to ſearch all places ſuſpe-. 
cted, oz whereol they ſhall haue any inkoꝛmation giuen them, and to appꝛehend all ſuch Jeſuites and Secular Pzieſfes, ' 
together with their Recefuers, Releeuers, and maintainers, equally ſubiect to the penalties of our Lawes, And to ad: 
uertiſe our Counſell of their pzoceedings, to the ende we may bee infozmed ofthe care and diligence which ſhan be vledin 


that behalte, as they will ant were the contrarte at their peril, 
Giuen at our Manour of Richmont. the tet day of Rouember, in che ſoure and tourtieth veere ol our Reigne.
